INSPEC'IIUX OF BUTTEII—Beef, flnur, and 


pork are inspected, and the inspector's brand 
gives each a standing and character in the 
market, that is a guarantee of value to the pur- 
chaser, and a surety to the packer that he is 
netting whalevei price the grade of his product, 
deseives. 
Bui the dairyman labors under a 


disadvantage. If hemakes a most excellent ar- 
ticle, it is classed in tho matket according to its 
locality, antl if the reputation of the locality is 
not equal to the Intiiitsic worth of the article, 
lie gams nothing for his extra care and skill, 
and gets only tbe curi'cnr price for the class of 
butterto which his shipments belongs. Thus 
if Western butter has an unsavory reputation 
in the Eastern market, a shipment from the 
Western dairyman, unless He has aheady made 
a reputation for himself, is sold as-Western but- 
Ujr at the. regular quotations, which, as we 
write, are lOc. a pound below those for the pro- 
duct of Xew York State. Yet the best butter 
u e ever tasted was from a Western dairy. In- 
deed we ourselves have had the mortification of 
having butter sold in the New York market, 
at several cents a pound less than we could 
readily get at home for it, because it was not 
fiom the State of New York, although when 
afterward put up in "Orange county pails," it 
could be as easily sold, when its quality became 
known, as Orange county, at the highest rates 
going for that class of butter. A large dealer 
once told us, that he would touch nothing that 
was not from Orange 'county, New York. 
Now all this is an injustice to other dairymen, 
and really amounts ^o a premium -Qpou care- 
lessness and poor quality. Why should butter 
not be inspected and sold upon its merits, as 
first, second, or third quality, and why should 
not a Western dairyman, ^ho may have equal 
facilities and skill with an Eastern dairyman, 
be as well paid for,his product? In short, why 
should riot tlie dealers in tlw' New York mark- 
ets, sell as good butter for Ihe same price, irre- 
spective of the locality in-winch it is made ? It 
is well known that they do not, and that an 
unwarrantable .and unjust discriininalion is 
made against Western butter, simply because 
it is Western. 
There is, now a Produce Ex- 


change in Vew York, in whose power it is to 
remove this ban upon butter that is foreign to 
Orange county, or those clmsen places, w-hich 
it is the custom to include in that elastic appel- 
lation, and to put it squarely upon its meats. 
We liiing this matter.to the notice of the 
Granges, that through them such a pressure 
may be brought to bear upon tte dealers, as 
shall force them to do equal justice to all their 
clients, whether they happen to live iu New 
Turk; Ohio, Indiana or Michigan. As good 
butter may be made in any one of those States, 
as in another, and while we point out this fact,, 
we would impress1 upon our Western -readers 
the necessity of bringing up tbe;quality of their 
product, so that when it-comes to be graded 
upon its merits, by .competent hud disinterested 
inspectors, it shall rise far above its present low 
estate—American Agrieult»ri»t.

William ranii-and his friends were persecuted 


hi the same country that thePilgiiuis were, and 
in the space of forty years about three hundred 
sealed their testimonies with their ,blood, in 
dirty loathsome prisons. 


The government owed Penn's father two 


hundred thousand dollars, aud William was his 
sole heir. He applied to King Charles, to give 
him laud in .North Ame-iica for this, and. filially 
the King and council agreed^to do scQanjl.rnade 
fiiin'a deed for what iiow is called Pennsylva- 
nia. Penn then published tho outlines of his 
government, thiowing the door wide open for 
the persecuted and oppressed to come and^et- 
tle in his province,'where they should havej_fnil 
liberty to worship God aecordiiig'to tlie dictates 
of their owir conscience. 


When Petit! went up to London to bid the 


King farewell, Charles, in his jocular way said, 
"Well, Friend William,'! have solilyoii a n'oble 
province in North America, but still 1 suppose 
5011 have no thoughts of going thither yourself.'' 
"Yes, I have," replied William Perm. "What, 
venture yourself among the savages of Noith 
America! 
Why, man, what security have you

BOURNEMOUTH, ENGLAND, 1874. 


TVe left Geneva on the 10th lust. Twenty- 


three Iwurs to Parii, including the long, long 
night. After busy days in gay Paris, which 
were m.idc rery Interesting by visiting the 
Lorn-re and Luxemburg galleries, the Bois du 
itotogiie, *c., we crossed from(.lulal*to Dover; 
the Ciiamiel bein^ as <|iiicl as it ever is, ive ic- 
inaihi'dnn deck, though we experienced some 
dizziness. In London, at the National Gallery, 
I saw tlie ex-Empress Eugenie, who is still very 
beautiful though saddened ; aftei spending sev- 
eral days there very ulcasatitly (having visited 
London before), we came, Uvo clays ago and 
are now comfortably 
.settled 
In beiiuliful 


Bournemouth. The dills are high and wcll- 
woodi:d to tbcir \ery edges with Tine and 
Larch; pretty cottages, eacli with a garden of 
blight flowers, vines climbing over the windows, 
rustic gateways, &c., make the town of I}, very 
beautiful. 
The very centre is occupied by 


shops which give il a town appearance; but tin: 
'•living" part Is rural and lovely. 1 tliink I 
shall like it better thai^Nicc, which was more 
exciUng. These English landscapes arc so quiet 
and green, the lanes being in good order and 
constantly enlivened \vitlieqnestiians. The sea 
Is three minutes1 walk from our door, and the 
view to the left where the dill1 curves, Is very 
fine as the surf dashes high against it. Then/ 
is much variety here, which we hope to enjoy. 
Our home is surrounded by a beautifully-kept 
garden, in which from our drawing-room win- 
dow I see Laimttiuns livo feet high, a nia>s 
of bloom, and fuchsias three feet hi»h bciulms 
gracefully nndcif their bloom, tho| lences and 
walls coveicd with iuxminut ivy, and occasion- 
ally our Virginia Creeper quite its red as I ever 
s,w it at home. None nf the other foliage is 
moie than a sicklyjyellow 01 brown ; but! like 
those quiet tints, as in our own autumns, early 
amljiite, audjwe .shall have abundance nf green 
hiire all winter, with mncli variety in tlie look- 
outs fiom our windows. We overlook ttielix- 
ctcr lioad, on which is much driving, riding 
and walking. This Is a siindy soil and the 
roads are beautifully kept and are as haul as a 
board. 
The sidewalk of the same is well 


drained, and.I fancy walking is never bad. On 
the •outh-CMlgside is UK; finest view of all; 
near by are tall trees among pretty cottages 
with varied outlines of gables, dormer-windows, 
Ac., then an opening to the sea; a drive almost 
at the water's edge, with scats along it, and the 
varying effects of cloud and color make this 
water view charming. Tester morn as we ar- 
rived here, it was a deep purple, and laler a cold 
green. Of course 1 shall never again see any- 
Ihingiike the. bine Mediterranean. It is well 
that (liilurent countries .lie so dillercnt. 
The 


green (ields of England, as we spe.d by rail from 
Dover to London, v\ore very like dear Pennsyl- 
vania. In our walk and drive yesterday 1 saw 
much of Bournemouth and udmiied all. Theru 
are several churches of diflerent denominations, 
and also good society, WG learn, but of which 
we have had no oppoitunlty to judge. Theie 
arc nice fruits yet, though of course not tlie 
varieties which we had in Geneva and Paris. 
Our maid is pleased with tills place, which is 
also important. We feel sure we shall have a 
charming winter. It has rained to-day, so we 
did not go out; it was very like our warm May 
rains, with birds singing, but within doors one 
needs a lire, and these coals burn well. I can- 
nut write more now. 


THE MOBILITY OF EEl'OEM.

Good- 
ness never needs rel'oiminion. It is a principle 
of growth, not of change. A good min docs 
not iei|tiire to shift his principles in order to in- 
crease his goodness cr usefulness.

form which has not a direct tendency to make 
men and women better and purer. As an in- 
dispensible. guarantee to success, there must be 
a moial strata in every reform, otherwise it «ill 
be bill the senseless project of indiscreet minds. 
Without the essence of some moral truth per- 
meating its entire plan the proposed leform will 
f.iil to be a power for good. Even civil rrtoruis 
arc based on some sense of justice and right, 
and whatever is right is mural, and whatever is 
true cither in religion or politics must prevail. 
Error is alwa3's degiadlng, while battling for 
truth elevates and develops the highest quali- 
ties of manhood or womanhood in the advocate. 
Nubility has its bcsi explanation in doing right. 
The noblest life is (lie one fullest of love, and 
the noblest reform that which possesses tbe 
ino>t of truthvMt is tlic highest work of man 
to love, and do good tn the fallen—it is a liy- 


rilical and mean to " pass by 0:1 tbe other 


side." Goodness never soil* its garments when 
it visiU places of sin and IJlth with the intent 
to help and save, If possible, some victim of 
wretchedness and woe; and nobleracts do men 
and women perform than those that lead to 
sacrifices lor others' good. 


If, instead of sneering at reforms or of heap- 


ing upon them ridicule and abusw, we seriously 
considered whether there was need of them on 
the ground of ti nth and right, whether men 
or women thereby would be elevated and made 
better, and, being convinced that good may re- 
sult therefrom we permitted our sympathy and 
earnest efforts to be enlisted in their advance- 
ment, we would not only number ourselves 
among the nobility of our land, but do much 
towards perpetuating freedom and purity to the 
cud of time. 


The Pittsburgh Commercial contains a story 


of tlie arrest in that city of one Charles Dezell, 
upon the charge of larceny. He left hom» 
(Philadelphia) for the West some time ago, to 
tetter his fortunas, but as the sequel shows, 
met with disappointment. The Commercial 
says: 


Upon leaving bis liome for the West, lie 


walked all tlm way to this city, lie was out of 
means and obliged to dispose of most of his 
clothing before he reached this city, not beins 
able to obtain employment at any place on his 
way, and finding it extremely difficult to pre- 
cure I he necessaries of life. He left on the 
22d of October lost. In this city he was un- 
able 1o procure work, and two or three weeks 
ago being almost in a starving condition, as lie 
was passing a cracker factory, be noticed a 
window pane broken, ami crackers in the win- 
dow. He reached his hand in to get some ol 
tbe crackers, when ho was arrested by a police- 
man and committed to juil for trial at court on 
a charge of larceny. 


In the Commercial of the same date we find 


the following paragraph: 


The fact that Mr. Hudson Henry, late Cashier 


of tlie Pennsylvania Kailroad Company in this 
city, has been found behind in his accounts 
some $43,900, has been given to ourreadcis. 
It is due to him to say, however, that his fiicnds, 
who arc familiar with all tlie circumstances sur- 
ronndingthe cose, hare no hesitation in acquit- 
ting him of any intentional wrong. 


These two extracts so tell the story of impar- 


tial justice, that comment it unnecessary. A 
starving, friendless wretch, in order to sustain 
life attempts to obtain a cracker from out a 
Irake.r.v window, is caught in tlie act and is 
hustled to jail ou a charge of larceny. A man 
who is "behind in his accounts" some$43,000, 
has all,the leniency that conkl bede.sircd shown 
to him, is not even called a " thief," " defaulter," 
or other name that will otTend the delicate taste 
of such an exalted individual. 
If cracker 


thieves want to prosper in Pittsburgh, they 
•hould walk off with $43,000 worth of crackers, 
Mid then they will surely be acquitted of any 
intentional wrong.

Rev. 3. N. Cwtnbs, formerly a member of 


the Baltimore Methodist Episcopal Confeieuce, 
and for twelve years past tho pastor of the 
Western Presbyterian Church, 111 Washington, 
committed suicide on Sin.day morning, by cut- 
ting his*throat with a razor. His wife has been 
Insane for several years past, and domestic 
trouble Is supposed to have led to the deed, 
Mr. Coomb* was much respected, both by 'the 
Methodist and Presbyterian denomination! and 
the public generally. His congregation, who 
waited patiently in the church for his appear- 
ance, were apprised of the catastrophe by Chief 
Justice Drake, of the Court of Claims, and re- 
ceived tlie sad ne.vs v, ith expressions of sorrow. 
An inquest was subsequently held by tlie Cor- 
oner, mill the Juiy, of which Judge Drake was 
foreman, returned a verdict of '-suicide under 
temperuiry abenutioii of mind.'1 


Nicholas Borol.ijovak, a Servian noble, died 


In Paris recently under peculiar circumstance;,. 
He had been forced to leave his own country 
by an ugly legend which pronounced his family 
vampires. It was said that for three generations 
the eldest son in his family had invailably re- 
turned from the grave to diink tlie blood of its 
Uviug thembeis. Strange to say, Prince. Nicho- 
las himself believed tlie legend, and when ho 
wns first taken 111, five days before his death, he 
aiked his host of the Hotel de France et de. 
Iloumanic to have his heart taken from his body 
as soon as life vv;is extinct. This, he believed, 
would prevent, him from leaving the tomb. He 
was a man of brilliant poweis and high cultuie, 
and but for this mania regarding vampires 
would have proved an ornament to any rank. 
He was bulled in Paris.

The extensive fruit houses of Nathan fiel= 


lings are situated r>n the Delaware river, two 
niilee.abovc Urbtol and about twent}r-one miles 
fmm Philadelphia. They are located hi thcitn8 


mediate neighborhood of Landreth'S Bloom's* 
dale farm, and a walk on a bright morning al 
this season of tha year, over thv splendid road 
leading from-Brlstol, is replete with interest ntid 
plertstire to a stranger. One's mind is regaled 
with the manifold interests of the river, the 
railroad, the large uuiklings for domestic ftnd 
agricuUiual uses, and the public highway, with 
its heavy fringe of cellar trees, until the fruit 
houses arc reached. Here we are at once the 
guest of Mr. Ilellings, who shows and describes 
to us his establishment as Jieai us the interest, 
of his business will permit. 
The main build- 


ing is a four-story T rcnton brawn stone, wiLh 
ilimeiiiiions jO by £0 feet, a wall 02 inches in 
thickness, and a ten-fuot square observatory, 
which affords a means of escape, for lout air, ad 
well as lo command an unobstructed view of 
Hie sunoumling country. 
It. is built after his 


own paten!, for the successful preset \ation of 
fruit, boili domestic and Ibieign. In the fall-of 
the year domestic fruits ai-e housed and In the 
spring foreign fruits are here btoied fur preser- 
vation. Tlie building is constructed in such a 
manner as to avoid all changes of temperature 
outside, and, ut the same time it is su well ven- 
tilated that one could bivalhe and live ou good 
air were he confined 'tlu'ipin. .A tempciMtnre 
of from SJJO to iiOO is luaiiit.micd, and the build- 
ing is so dry and free from moisture that a sheet 
of wet jiujwi will ilry in a shmt lime. There 
is no mildew nor mould observable upon the 
ivall«. A continual current of dry an passing 
through the building dries the nioistuie and 
prevents mildew. 
And ice-bed, iu tlie centie 


ol' the building, canying about 1,21)0 tons of 
ice, is filled during the winter for cooling tlie 
Jmusc1 dnring'thc summer season. The lirst 
lloor is some ten fret 'under ground in front, 
which is p.irtiy overcome by the slope toward 
the ri\ er, and from the back entrance extends a 
dotitlu-truck railroad to the wharf, over which 
fiuit is conveyed on a car troin the boats to the 
building. U is perfectly dull: in the building. 
for there arc nrt windows, and a laiuji is needed 
to light our way iu climbing over the limnu- 
tainotis mass of barrels tilled with fruit. 
Find- 


ing our way lo the opposite side of the ground 
lloor from where we enteicd, we pass through 
a tunnel six feet in width, which leads, to the 
store-room under the barn, ibuitcen fiuit dis- 
tant liorii the m.iiu fruit houie. Here we climb 
over another gieat stack of tuirels, stooping 
while crossing the top that we fwttiro not om 
heads by bumping them against the be.tm of 
the lloor above. This loom, which is -III by 40 
feel in si/.e, is well filled with barreled fruit. 
The horses slanii upon the lloor above, which 
is heavily planked and laid in Hosendalu cement, 
with iron pi|M!s suUk'iently sloped to diain oil 
all licjuid stable refuse. In fait the horse stable 
is kept, almost, as clean as a house-, and horse- 
suble seent is si'.ucel.v obseued. Tlie upper 
Wools of tiie principal building bear pietty 
much the same anangement to the ground 
floors, and are as M'dl pi*epared for the keeping 
over of fruit as the lower slore-ioum. We weie 
shown a fine specimen apple which had been 
stored two year* in this building, and- which 
was in a perfect slate of preservation. A va- 
riety of pears were in equally as good a condi- 
tion. These buildings have capacity for 10.000 
barrels of fruit, most of which will keep very 
well for a year. A pieai many Bucks county 
apples are bought by Ifelhngs & Biother, and, 
when apples are luuvcsled, whole trains of 
wagons from neighboring farms are drawn up 
in fiontof these houses to yield to them their 
ioatls of ripe and luscious fruit. It lias but re- 
cently been geneialiy known that such a house 
lias bcfiii in existence, and then; is frequently 
iiltle. rclianie in the process when learned of. 
Most of (he apples stored in Iht'se houses have 
come from a distance — Michigan, X«w York, 
&c. Pennsylvania apples mature almost too 
soon, while Westf;rn apples cnme in just in 
time to meet the fiesli supply of ice. 
Hence 


they can be much bettei preserved. Last bea- 
»on thu ice-bed was no mure than hall tilled, <ui 
account of the limited sup|]y of lite crop ol 
tha'. season, so that it full short i:i September, 
and the bed was very low fui the quantity ul' 
fruit on hand. This obliged Mr. llellhigs to 
decline accepting Ijncks county apples last fall. 
I'ippins can generally he cariied over the sea- 
son with hi^s ice than is requited for other *a- 
iicti"s. 
The fruit now occupying lite slore- 


inomsis moslly domestic, and consists piinci- 
pally of apples. In the months of May aud 
June the domestic Iruits arc all put upon the 
market, and foreign fiuits, such ad oranges, 
lemons, &c., take there place. 
The foreign 


frtnls are very successfully preserved here dur- 
ing the summer months horn souring and spoil- 
Ing. Barllett and some other varieties of pears 
an1 closet! out iu October anil Xovembci ; others 
still latei. 
The wharf for this house is one of 


the best on the river, reaching a depth of lio 
or ;JO feet of u ater, \\ here vessels of the largest 
si/.c that navigate the river can call to take or 
delhei fruit. Culd Spring station, fin the i'enn- 
s\lvania Kailroad, lies within a quartet1 of a 
mile on the other side of the premises, where 
trains arc constantlj passing from >Vw York 
and Philadelphia, which «llunls Mr. llcllings 
ample oppnrl unities lor the quick transit of 
fruit to market. 
The firm of X. Helliags «fc 


Uiother is at present completing a large build- 
ing at "Battle (Jieek, Michigan, and contemplate. 
soon building two establishments of a similar 
charactiir at the South. They have at present 
in successful operation fiuits houses in Mary- 
hind, N'ew Jersey, loiva and Connecticut, and 
one of the handsomest of thetr buildings is in 
Niagara county, New York, all of which are 
bnilt after the X. llcllings' patent. 


The grounds upon which Shaily' Side build- 


ings are located comprise about. «ight aeies of 
land, gently sloping to the river, upon which 
is also located the beautiful villa residence of 
Xathan llcllings. Tbe duelling is a throc-stoiy 
stone, very piepnssess'mg in its style of archi- 
tecture, with a cupola that commands a mag- 
nificent view of the river, up and down stream, 
and of Florence, on the opposite side. Florence 
is a gteat resort for Philadelphia excursion par- 
ties in the summer season, and- the placid 
waters of the river ai-c almost daily enlivened 
by boat loads ot'luippy people leaving the heut 
and dust of the city, with band:, of music, to 
enjoy the fresh u.iter and country air fora f'eiv 
hours. The liver makes a lake-like cuive at 
this point, and tlw channel ruii6 rlose to the 
shore, so that Mr. Hellings' mail and packages 
from the city are ofien thrown ashore for him 
without stopping the boat. He hns built a 
handsome, strung sea-wall, of Trenton brown 
stone, on a broken line, to suit Ihe curves of 
the shore, which adds much to tlie beauty of 
the landsc.i|)e near his residence, aud by which 
a mor». incasing piospect of the river is obtained. 
He has just constructed a winding carriage-drive 
from his wharf to the house, in Ilia making of 
which several btfut loads of stone were used. 
He has some very fine evergrewi and other Or- 
namental trees growingthceughont thcgiounds, 
and has but recently -added (hereto .about* 
twenty varieties of shade trees, which are very 
tastefully ananged. The carriage-drh'e is en- 
tered by a heavy iron gate, which is so easily 
ur.la'ched and moved that a little child can open 
it.. It is him? and latched to large square stone 
pasts, the cap-stones of which are deeply dished 
and filled with soil for the growth of vines and 
flowers in season. It is a modern rural resi- 
dence, and the fruit houses, being among the 
notable things ot Bucks county, me well worth 
a long day's travel to visit — Intelligencer.

Tlie American Journal of Science and Arts 


contains an account of a curious fact that the 
miners iu Clear Creek county, Colorado, have 
discovered. 
It is paiticulaily noticeable in the 


Stevens' mine, about 12,500 feet above tbe level 
of the sea, on McClellan mountain. After a 
depth or distance of 90 feet from the surface, 
the crevice matter in which the silver is found, 
is frozen solid. Summer and winter have no 
visible effect to change its temperature, nor is 
there ever any perceptible thaw. Pick and 
drill fail to woik the frozen mass, and the only 
Tvay the workmen proceed is to kindle a large 
fire at night against the matter, and in tlie 
[Homing to pick at the disintegrated ore. 
After 


this curious fashion the mine lias been profita- 
bly conducted for two years. From nine feet 
where the cold was struck, the tuniiei proceeded 
ijiward, now nearly 200 feet, and the cold is in 
no way diminished as yet. Other mines In the 
neighborhood show the same singular condi- 
tion, and in all of them the depth under ground 
is such as tlmt frost cannot possibly have pen- 
etrated there. The conclusion reached by the 
contributor of the article is, that this is a relic 
of a glacial era. 
Whatever its origin, it is cer- 


tainly a singular and interesting fact, and the 
method of mining, although profitable, is sim- 
ple and primitive as ceiilil well be desired. 


For Uelve years George Ncet, ol Xicholas- 


vills, Ivy., maintained the truth of a ghost story 
that he repeatedly told. 
Although he was a 


man of good character, iris narrative was of 
course disbelieved or attributed to hallucination.
